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REMARKS 

Claims 1-6, 10-16, 19-26 are pending in the present application. 

The Examiner has required election in the present application between: 

Group I, claims 1-9 and 17-18, drawn to a product comprising Silymarin and Carbopol; 

Group II, claims 7-9 and 17-18, drawn to a method of treating diabetes using a product 
comprising Silymarin and Carbopol; and 

Group III, claims 10-16, drawn to a process of preparing a product comprising Silymarin 
and Carbopol. 

For the purpose of examination of the present application, Applicants elect, without 
traverse, Group II. However, claims 7-9 and 17-18 which comprise Group II have been 
canceled and replaced with new claims 19-26. Examination of these claims is respectfully 
requested.
